STARS BRIGHTER THAI^ SUN 


Estimation of Astronomers la That 


There Are Many Several Times 


More Luminous. 


Astronomers estimate that in a 


sphere -with a radius of 20,000000 
times the distance from th" earth 
to the sun there are neatly 7000 stais 
which are from ten to one huadied 
times as luminous as tlie sun 


In the same spheie are no less than 


23,200 stars ^hich are each as> lunini 
ous as the sun, and the enormous 
number of 9i,"00 stars which have 
one tenth the biightnpss ot the orb 
which lights our earth by daj 


For convenience in studvmg them 


astronomers have divided the star= 
into six mam classes, knov.n as n 
A, P, G, K and M stars These classes 
are named in the order of their tem- 
perature, the B fctars being the bluest 
and hottest, and the M the reddest 
and coolest. 


The stars in class G are the most 


like the sun, their spectra being full 
of metallic iines, tnd uith broad lines 
due to calcium. 


All the red stars are divided into 


two subdivisions known as giant and 
dwarf st&rs. The former are thought 
to be stars which are in an early stage 
of evolution and increasing in tem- 
perature, while the latter are growing 
older and darker. Taken altogether 
the red stars average 100 times as 
bright as the sun, and this ib the rea- 
son why we can see them although at 
great distances away.

He has refrained from 
making threats, he has assumed that the Germany government does not in- 
tend deliberately to disregard the principles of law and of humanity alike, 
he has put his appeal upon grounds which that government could concede 
with the least possible humiliation. More than this he coud not do and pre- 
serve his own self-respect and that of the American people, who are so 
squarely behind their government as the German people are squarely be-

STARS BRIGHTER THAI^ SUN 


Estimation of Astronomers la That 


There Are Many Several Times 


More Luminous. 


Astronomers estimate that in a 


sphere -with a radius of 20,000000 
times the distance from th" earth 
to the sun there are neatly 7000 stais 
which are from ten to one huadied 
times as luminous as tlie sun 


In the same spheie are no less than 


23,200 stars ^hich are each as> lunini 
ous as the sun, and the enormous 
number of 9i,"00 stars which have 
one tenth the biightnpss ot the orb 
which lights our earth by daj 


For convenience in studvmg them 


astronomers have divided the star= 
into six mam classes, knov.n as n 
A, P, G, K and M stars These classes 
are named in the order of their tem- 
perature, the B fctars being the bluest 
and hottest, and the M the reddest 
and coolest. 


The stars in class G are the most 


like the sun, their spectra being full 
of metallic iines, tnd uith broad lines 
due to calcium. 


All the red stars are divided into 


two subdivisions known as giant and 
dwarf st&rs. The former are thought 
to be stars which are in an early stage 
of evolution and increasing in tem- 
perature, while the latter are growing 
older and darker. Taken altogether 
the red stars average 100 times as 
bright as the sun, and this ib the rea- 
son why we can see them although at 
great distances away.
